Livestock were of the 
highest order, and emphasised 
the value of NFU Cymru’s 
#BackWelshFarming campaign. 

Wales is blessed to produce 
the best lamb, beef and milk in 
Europe, and the contribution 
that the game sector makes is 
dismissed unwisely.

THE aftermath of

A DINAS Powys 
family is trying to 
make horse riding 
on public roads 
safer for riders and 
drivers by 
promoting the ‘Pass 
Wide and Slow’ 
campaign in the 
Vale. 

The campaign aims to 
reduce the number of 
accidents involving 
horses by informing 
drivers of the danger that 
frightened horses can 
pose to vehicles. 

The Smalley family, 
who ride near Wenvoe, 
are concerned that riding 
is becoming more 
dangerous due to 
increased traffic, with a 
corresponding increase 
in drivers who do not 
know how to approach 
horses. 

Eleven riders were 
killed and 116 seriously 
injured across the UK 
last yeaT as a result of 
collisions with vehicles. 

There are fears that 
that figure could rise as 
greenfield development 
continues apace across 
areas such as the Vale, 
adding hundreds of 
commuting drivers to 
rural roads. 

Ulrike Smalley said 
that too many drivers 
don’t realise how 
unpredictable and easily 
spooked horses can be. 

She has enlisted the 
help of Vale MP Alun 



Cairns and Vale-based 
regional AM Andrew RT 
Davies to spread the 
‘Pass Wide and Slow’ 
message locally. 

Last week, the 
politicians joined the 
family for a ride along 
local roads to promote 
the campaign and 
witness the problem 
first-hand. 

Mrs Smalley said: 
“Although a lot of 
drivers are considerate 
and pass us with caution, 
there are always those 
unwilling to slow down 
and we have had more 
than one incident of 
drivers sounding their 
horn when asked to slow 
down, and driving past 
at speed. 

“We are now very 
cautious of taking our 
nine-year-old daughter 
out hacking, which is 
sad, as it gives her much 
pleasure, gets her out 
and about, and builds her 
confidence.” 

Mr Cairns, after 
having ridden around 
Wenvoe with the 
Smalley family, said; “It 


is a shame that some 
drivers, often more 
through ignorance than 
carelessness, can cause 
riding to be far more 
dangerous than it needs 
to be. Road users need 
to know that horses are 
very unpredictable and 
that riders never have 
full control of the 
animals. 

“As I discovered on 
my ride, horses can be 
spooked by as little as a 
change in the colour of 
tarmac on the road.” 

Andrew RT Davies 
AM also met with Mrs 
Smalley and fellow 
riders to be presented 
with a ‘Pass Wide and 
Slow’ leaflet designed by 
young rider Keri Mills 
as part of her English 
homework. 

Her work is now the 
official leaflet of the 
campaign and was 
praised by Mr Davies as 
“far more informative 
and engaging than the 
majority of political 
leaflets I have seen in 
my time.” 

Mr Davies said: “The 


‘Pass Wide and Slow’ 
campaign is a fantastic 
initiative to raise 
awareness of the dangers 
horse riders face out on 
the roads .As keen riders, 
Ulrike and her family 
experience these 
regularly, and I am 
grateful to them for 
taking the time to meet 
with me to explain what 
can be done to improve 
things. 

“Here in the Vale, we 
are fortunate to have 
many riding facilities 
available, but obviously 
it comes with risks that 
must be kept to a 
minimum. 

“Horses are easily 
scared by cars that don’t 
take care when passing, 
and this can cause them 
to spook and rear, 
putting the horse, the 
rider and the driver in 
danger.”

However, one 

resident pointed out: 
“There is very extensive 
evidence that the site has 
been used for the 
deposition of felled trees 
and shrubs, and of old 
fencing panels. 

“The number of these 
seems to be consistent 
with use of the site by 
some form of garden 
clearance or tree/shrub 
maintenance and 

fencing business, rather 
than by an individual 
household. 

One angry Aberthin 
resident agreed, and 
wrote to The GEM, 
saying: “To all those 
who ‘employed’ the 
gypsies during their 
recent residence on 
Cowbridge Common, 
removing rubbish and 
carrying out ‘tree work’; 
you will be pleased to 
know that your removed 
trees and bushes, old 
sheds, empty paint pots 
and other waste, is now 
lying in great piles on 
the common. 

“Not only have you 
deprived local, reliable 
and regulation- 

compliant businesses of 
the work, you have also 
helped contribute to the 
tarnishing of a local 
beauty spot and a 
significant fly tipping 
problem that will now 
have to be cleared at the 


expense of all of us.” 

RUBBISH COULD 
BE TRACED 

Marcus Goldworthy, 
Head of Regeneration 
and Planning at the Vale 
Council, said: “It is 
disheartening to see the 
amount of rubbish that 
has been dumped at such 
a popular local 
destination.” 

“The amount of waste 
is consistent with 
activity on a commercial 
scale and it looks as 
though numerous 
properties in the area 
have benefited from 
what appears to be a 
cheap option to have 
gardens cleared. 

“However, the cost is 
often passed on in the 
form of increased rates, 
as the council has to 
draw money from 
budgets that are already 
stretched, to clean up the 
mess. 

“In this instance, the 
estimated cost to the 
council has been £4,400. 
I would ask residents to 
be mindful of the impact 
of using such services or 
any offer to remove 
rubbish or bulky items 
for unrealistically cheap 
prices. 

“You might be 
responsible for blighting 
your local beauty spot, 
or receive a sizeable 
fine, if the rubbish is 
traced back to you.”

Now Godfrey will 
pay his respects 
to the family’s 
Scottish VC hero 


A man from Barry 
is planning to visit 
the resting place of 
an ancestor in 
Scotland who won 
the Victoria Cross. 

Godfrey Knight is 
well known to GEM 
readers as an 
enthusiastic champion of 
the people of Haiti, 
organising a number of 
fundraisers to help the 
country following a 
devastating earthquake. 

Thanks to some 
family research, Godfrey 
discovered recently that 
he is the great, great, 
great grandson of 
Stewart McPherson 
(born Culross, Fife, 

1822) who was 
decorated after the Siege 
of Lucknow, which took 
place during the Indian 
Mutiny. 


McPherson, a colour 
sergeant, saw action in 
Persia, India and Ireland. 
He was awarded the 
Victoria Cross for 
“daring gallantry” in the 
Lucknow Residency on 
September 26,1857, 
having rescued a 
wounded Private of his 
Company while he was 
under heavy fire. 

During the action, he 
distinguished himself on 
many occasions by his 
“coolness and gallantry 
in action”. 

McPherson was 
presented with his award 
by Queen Victoria in 
person at Windsor Castle 
in December 1880. 

On retiring from the 
British Army, he served 
as superintendent of 
Glasgow Industrial 
Schools. 

When he moved back

to Culross, he named his 
house ‘Lucknow Villa’ - 
in memory of his time in 
India. He died there at 
the age of 70 in 1892, 
and was buried in the 
cemetery at Culross 
Abbey. 

The Victoria Cross 


was instituted in 1856, 
for “gallantry in the face 
of the enemy” and has 
only been awarded 1,358 
times to 1,355 recipients. 

A businessman in 
Scotland, Alan Johnson, 
thought Stewart 
McPherson’s courage 
should be recognised in 
his home village and 
Fife Council awarded an 
£1,800 grant to pay for 
an Indian granite stone, 
quarried not far from 
Lucknow. The stone and 
its plaque have now 
been unveiled at 
Culross Parish Church. 

Godfrey said: 

“Having found out about 
the illustrious history of 
my ancestor, I am 
hoping to make a trip to 
Scotland to pay my 
respects at Culross 
Parish Church and at the 
abbey.”

you are hard working 
and well regarded. You 
involved yourself in a 
criminal trade for three 
to four months.” 

He was sentenced to a 
community order of one 
year involving 150 hours 
unpaid work. 

He was also ordered 
to pay a court surcharge 
of £85 and £215 found 
on his property was 
confiscated. 

Said the Recorder: “If 
you had not pleaded 
guilty, I would have 
sentenced you to eight 
months’ custody. I hope 
you take advantage of 
the order and address the 
way you behave.” 

Mr Warren said that 
on May 5, police 
searched Sun’s home. In 
a jar in a bedroom, they 
found a quantity of 
cannabis worth £220 and 
in his BMW car, drugs 
were found in a spare 
tyre worth £20. 


Sun had on him £215 
in cash and on his mobile 
phone, police found 
incriminating messages 
involving drug dealing. 

Mr Warren said Sun 
was completely frank 
and admitted what he 
had been doing. 

He pointed out that 
Sun had used some of his 
student bursary money 
to buy the drugs. 

His solicitor, Andrew 
Shanahan, said: “This is 
a very sad case. He 
wanted money to fund 
his own habit and also to 
assist his family. 

“His father had a 
serious illness and could 
not earn money. There 
was great financial 
pressure on the family. 

“His sister is a lawyer. 
Being involved in this 
case has put everything 
in jeopardy and 
unfortunately, he will 
have to live with this 
conviction.” 


Barry men had drugs 
worth £20,000 in home 


DRUGS worth £20,000 
were found when a police 
team searched a house in 
Barry, Cardiff Crown 
Court has been told, 
reports AJ SICLUNA . 

“It was a significant find and 
the drugs were of high purity,” 
said prosecutor Janet Macdonald. 

Christopher Way (32) of 
Harbour Road, Barry, was found 
guilty of conspiring to supply 
amphetamine. 

David Coomber (63) of 
Woodlands Road, Barry, pleaded 
guilty to conspiring to supply the 


drug. Way was jailed for 30 
months, and Coomber, who failed 
to appear and was sentenced in his 
absence, received 15 months. 

Ms Macdonald said that in 
April, police went to Coomber’s 
home and found large amounts of 
amphetamine in a freezer, and a 
set of scales. 

Fingerprints traced to Way were 
found on a number of items. 

Way, the court heard, had 
convictions for offences of 
dishonesty and possessing an 
offensive weapon. 

His counsel, Rebecca Griffiths, 
said: “He does not have an 
extensive record, and he has not 


served a custodial sentence. The 
case has been hanging over him 
for some time, which has been a 
great strain. While on bail, he has 
not re-offended.” 

She said he suffered from a foot 
injury which caused him chronic 
pain. She added that he had not 
played a leading role in the 
offence. 

Kevin Seal, for Coomber, asked 
the court to give him credit for his 
guilty plea. 

Judge Tom Crowther said both 
men made substantial gains from 
the enterprise.

The first attempt to 
form an 

operatic/orchestral group 
appears to have been in 
1891, but this did not 
thrive. One of their 
productions, however, 
was of the opera 
Arianwen, but John 
cannot find any actual 
records of this 
performance nor any 
surviving score; can 
anyone help? 

In 1941 Victor 
Fleming, conductor of 
the Birmingham Opera, 
was sent to work in a 
factory in Treforest and 
there he met Idloes 
Owen, a well known 
Cardiff singer and John 
Morgan, a singer with 
the Carla Rosa Opera. 

With others, they 
were determined to form 
an operatic group and in 
1943 a meeting was held 
in a chapel in Crwys 
Road. 

The first performance 
was in 1944, purely a 
musical evening at the 
Empire Theatre in 
Cardiff. 

The first true operatic 
event was a performance 
of Cavalleria Rusticana 
at the Prince of Wales 
theatre, a first half of 
opera, the second half 
comprising individual 
solos. A reviewerl 
complimented the 
company on its efforts 
but suggested that more 
rehearsals were needed. 

In 1946 WH ‘Bill’ 


Smith, a local car dealer 
and opera buff was 
appointed as business 
manager, supported by 
his secretary Mrs 
Margaret Moreland. 

They formed a 
formidable pair, 
renowned for their 
autocratic attitude to the 
performers, but they did 
build a strong company. 
A room in the centre is 
named after Margaret 
Moreland . 

The chorus of the 
WNO has become world 
famous and is the largest 
touring musical group in 
the world. 

It is composed of 40 
professionals, supported 
by 40 volunteers, 
brought in when a large 
chorus is needed. 

It came to prominence 
ini952 when Sadlers 
Wells asked it to take 
over a performance of 
Verdi’s Nabucco as they 
did not have sufficient 
numbers. 

Demand for a place is 
very competitive, 
recently 300 applicants 
tried for one vacancy. 

John found 16 
drawers of papers 
needed sorting and filing 
and recounted some of 
the judging panel’s 
comments on auditions: 


“A very fruity lady 
who would be good in 
fruity parts.” 

“She was very good 
acting as a drunk and 
could cross her eyes at a 
moment’s notice.” 

“He was so bad he 
almost made xxxxx xxxx 
sound classy. ” 

The orchestra has 55 
musicians and they were 
the first to be paid a 
regular salary. 

Only 15 per cent of 
the needed income 
comes from ticket sales, 
the remainder from 
donations by supporters 
and commercial 
sponsors. 

The Getty Foundation 
recently donated two 
million dollars to 
support a performance of 
an opera written by a 
Getty family member. 

Sixty per cent of 
funding comes from the 
Arts Council of England, 
which in return requires 
the WNO to spend 60 
per cent of their tour 
schedule in England. 

The vote of thanks 
was given by Peter 
Massocchi, who was 
himself a member of the 
chorus for many years.

DNA catches burglar 


A burglar from Barry who was 
arrested after he left his blood at 
the scene of his crime has been 
sent to prison for two years. 

Ross Mccaddon, 25, from 
Ravenshoe Road in Barry was 
sentenced at Cardiff Crown Court on 
Monday, August 1, after pleading not 
guilty. 

Police were called after a builder 
who was working on a house in 
Llantwit Major turned up to the site on 
the morning of June 26, to find that the 
temporary door to the building had 
been smashed open. 

A spokesman for South Wales 
Police said: “Cables and power tools 


worth nearly £10,000 had been taken, 
but an area of disturbed grass led the 
builder to some undergrowth which 
revealed some of the items. 

“Hanging from a nearby tree, was a 
blood-stained bandage.” 

The bandage was sent away for 
DNA analysis and the blood came back 
as a full profile match for Mccaddon. 

Mccaddon pleaded not guilty, but 
could not explain how his blood came 
to be at the crime scene. 

DI Michelle Conquer, said: 
“Mccaddon’s DNA was found on a 
bandage which he had stolen from a 
first aid box found at the scene. It led 
us straight to him as he was on the 
national database.”

“I was particularly 
impressed with the work 
which has gone into the 
‘area characterisation 
reports’ that capture the 
character of an area 
based on the style and 
type of local buildings, 
and the open spaces and 
wider landscape 
surrounding each area. 

“I look forward to 
welcoming the CTC back 
to the Assembly, so that 
more AMs can discover 
its work. ” 


VALE COUNCIL 
RESPONDS TO 
PLAID’S ATTACK 
ON EDUCATION 
BUDGET CUTS 


PLAID CYMRU councillors 
believe they have uncovered 
evidence that cuts in 
education budgets are 
forcing some schools to leave 
vacant teaching posts 
unRlled. 

Coun Chris Franks, leader of the 
Plaid Cymru group on the Vale 
Council, said: “Plaid forced the Vale 
to disclose schools were not fully 
funded to cover school budgets. 

“Governors have, therefore, been 
placed in the very difficult position of 
making staff cuts and redundancies. 

“In addition, the Welsh Government 
has cut support for schools centrally. 
They slashed the Education 
Improvement Grant to the Vale by 
£224,000 and a further £181,000 has 
been lost, due to reductions in the 
grant for sixth forms.” 

He went on to claim: “I also know 
that staff who have left for other 
schools have not been replaced, so the 
number might be even greater. 

“If this is not bad enough, the 
cabinet member, Coun Lis Burnett, 
could not give any assurances about 
the situation over the next 12 months. 

“Although Labour, both in the Vale 
and in Welsh Government talk about 
their commitment to education, the 
reality is very different in our schools. 

“Plaid Cymru fully supports a 
proper level of investment in the 
education of our children. In fact, the 


Vale holds reserves of over £30 
million. We don't think these cuts 
were needed.” 

Coun Lis Burnett, cabinet member 
for Regeneration and Education, 
responded: “The council faces a 
difficult challenge every year to 
balance the books, due to austerity 
cuts to public services handed down 
from the UK Government. 

“That being said, our commitment 
to delivering education remains a 
priority. For example, in this year’s 
budget, the council again met Welsh 
Government’s minimum funding 
commitment for schools and funded 
education above Welsh Government’s 
Indicator Based Assessment in every 
year of the current administration. 

“In this year, the budget for schools 
was increased by £1.65m ” 

“Our headteachers and governing 
bodies manage their own budgets and 
school-based resources. This 
empowers them to make decisions 
independently for their schools, taking 
into consideration individual 
circumstances and learning needs. 

“Even with increased budget 
pressures, our schools continue to 
improve, with recent Estyn reports 
praising the way they are managed to 
provide the best learning 
environments for our pupils,” Coun 
Burnett concluded.

PORTHCAWL and 
Barry Dock RNLI 
lifeboats launched 
into gale force 
winds and high 
waves last week 
after reports of 
people in the water 
in trouble at 
Llantwit Major. 

Porthcawl RNLI 
volunteers launched the 
station's Atlantic 85 class 
lifeboat Rose Of The 
Shires on service after 


reports of people having 
been swept into the 
heavy seas from Llantwit 
Major beach. 

HM Coastguard had 
received multiple 999 
calls from people who 
saw the situation unfold. 

Conditions were 
rough, with 2m swells 
and winds of force 8 
gusting to force 9. The 
Atlantic 85 lifeboat made 
best speed in the 
conditions, arriving on 
scene within 20 minutes.

While en route reports 
suggested one person had 
made it ashore. The 
Coastguard Search and 
Rescue helicopter 
Rescue 187 arrived on 
scene shortly before 
Porthcawl RNLLs 
lifeboat and, having 
located and winched one 
person from the water, 
was winching a second 
as the volunteer crew 
arrived at Llantwit Major 
beach. 

Both casualties were 
transferred to hospital by 
the helicopter. 

In the meantime, 
Barry Dock RNLLs all- 
weather lifeboat was also 
tasked to the scene and 
made best speed to the 
incident despite the 
difficult conditions. 

Porthcawl RNLI crew 
began a search for further 
casualties but after a 
search of approximately 
10 minutes it was 
established from one of 
those rescued that all 
persons had been 
accounted for. 

Porthcawl volunteers 
also launched the smaller 
D-class inshore lifeboat 
on service, but it was 
stood down as it reached 
Southemdown due to the 
poor conditions. 

Due to the adverse 
conditions, Barry Dock 
RNLLs all-weather 
lifeboat accompanied 
PorthcawLs inshore 
Atlantic 85 class lifeboat 
back to station, where 
both boats were made 
ready for their next 
service.

THESE BAD GUYS ARE VERY GOOD 

- BUT NOT THEY’RE NOT GREAT! 


I T’S often said 
that bad guys 
have more fun, 
and cinema’s love 
of an anti-hero is 
testament to that. 

Comic book movies 
certainly have more 
than their fair share of 
villains, and the DC 
universe in particular 
has a wonderful 
selection, which makes 
Suicide Squad 
something of a no- 
brainer. 

Set in the aftermath 
of the Batman v 
Superman: Dawn of 
Justice world, Amanda 
Waller (Viola Davis) 
sets up a team called 
Task Force X; led by 
Rick Flag (Joel 
Kinnaman), this 'suicide 
squad' are given the job 
of dealing with 
situations that have a 
very high risk. 

Enrolling 

(unwillingly) the likes 
of Deadshot (Will 
Smith), Harley Quinn 
(Margot Robbie), 
Captain Boomerang (Jai 
Courtney), Killer Croc 
(Adewale Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje) among others, 
the group have to tackle 
a mystery adversary; 
but Quinn’s boyfriend, 
the Joker (Jared Feto) 
has his own plans to 
rescue the love of his 
life which could 
complicate the group’s 


task... 

The poor reaction to 
Batman v Superman, 
the film which was 
designed to set up the 
larger DC universe, puts 
somewhat of an added 
pressure onto Suicide 
Squad, going from a 
blockbuster that was 
designed to add shade 
to this newly- 
established world to a 
film that could make or 
break the ambitions of 
matching Marvel’s 
success. 

What it ends up 
being is a perfectly 
serviceable, enjoyable 
film that, a few 
missteps and plot holes 
aside, makes for an 
entertaining watch. It’s 
not going deliver the 
rocket-charged boost 
that the fledgling DC 
universe needs, but 
neither is it going to 
burn it down either. 

It’s a film of two 
halves in essence - the 
opening half introduces 
us to these villains and 
why they are being held 
in Belle Reve prison, a 
snappy and witty 
opening salvo that 
establishes who these 
characters are and what 
they are capable of. 

The second half then 
becomes a men (and 
women) on a mission 
movie as the group of 
lethal, disparate 
individuals recognise 


the need to work as a 
team and do the right 
thing - no matter how 
against the grain it is. 

What complicates 
matters, in a storytelling 
sense, is that while 
spending time with the 
squad is great, their 
mission feels overly 
vague and lacking in 
any real definition. The 
circumstances that lead 
up to the villain’s plot 
are murkily essayed and 
the end goals of the 
villain (there is talk of 
building a machine of 
some kind, though what 
kind of machine and 
what it does will remain 
forever a mystery). 

Thankfully, the squad 
themselves are rich 
enough with character 
to ease the frustration of 
this; Will Smith feels 
more essential here than 
he has in years as 
Deadshot, a lethal 
assassin but one with a 
sliver of redemption in 
his soul, while Margot 
Robbie’s deliciously 
bonkers Harley Quinn 
may veer between 
empowered female 
character and 
objectified woman, but 
her performance is 
superb. 

Even the lesser- 
profile squad members 
get a chance to shine - 
Adewale Akinnuoye- 
Agbaje’s Killer Croc is 
quietly charismatic. Jay

The other 

performance that will 
gamer the most buzz is 
Jared Leto’s Joker; 
coming in the 
slipstream of Heath 
Ledger’s take on the 
character, and going in 
a direction not seen on 
screen before, here the 
‘clown prince of crime’ 
is more of a gangster 
with a hair trigger and a 
dark sadism. 

While on the page 
it’s a refreshing take on 
the iconic character, 
Leto’s performance 
doesn’t really land; we 
don’t see enough of him 
to really get a solid grip 
on what he’s trying to 
do and it feels like Leto, 
for all the moments of 
creepiness, is hamming 
it up a little too much. 

Writer/director David 
Ayer’s previous work 
means he's more than at 
home with murky, 
morally-complex 
characters, and he’s 
crafted a story that, 
villainous plot aside, is 
engaging and satisfying 
(even if characters are 
at pains to point out 
these people are bad 
guys). 

Direction-wise it’s 
impressive, but there 
are no standout 
moments; it’s more than 


competently executed 
but nothing to make the 
hairs stand on end, 
while the fate of several 
characters feels 
emotionally 
undercooked, given 
how much has been 
invested in them. 

That said. Suicide 
Squad is still a hugely 
watchable film that 
entertains; it may not 
offer the highest of 
highs, but as a 
counterpoint to the 
usual superhero fare 
(and especially the 
slightly dour Batman v 
Superman) it sees the 
DC universe take a 
slightly steadier step in 
its growth. 

VERDICT: These 
bad guys are very good 
- but they’re not great. 
Suicide Squad is more 
than enjoyable, and, 
despite the odd plot 
hole and misstep, offers 
up a different sort of 
comic book movie. Will 
Smith and Margot 
Robbie are standout 
turns, and David Ayer 
shows a steady hand in 
a film that should 
steady the DC waters 
and satisfy fans. 
Enjoyable.

Students will 
need a licence 
for BBC iPlayer 


THE start of the 
academic year will 
bring many changes 
for students in south 
Wales, including, for 
the first time, the 
need to buy a TV 
licence to download 
or watch BBC on- 
demand programmes. 

A change in the law 
means as of September 
1, 2016 a licence will be 
needed to download or 
watch BBC programmes 
on-demand, including 
catch-up TV, on BBC 
iPlayer. A licence costs 
£145.50. 

Research by TV 
Licensing has indicated 
that iPlayer is the most 
popular catch-up 
platform used by 
students, ahead of sites 
such as YouTube and 
services including 
Netflix. 

The survey suggests 
that two in three students 
view catch-up TV, with 
many watching on- 
demand programmes. 
With less than a quarter 
(22 per cent) of students 
taking a TV with them 
to university, online 
viewing on mobile 
devices has become by 
far the favoured way of 
watching catch-up TV 
content. 

Catherine Griffith- 
Williams, spokesperson 
for TV Licensing Wales, 
said: “Watching catch up 
TV is really popular 
among students and we 
want to make sure 
students are aware of the 
change in law. 

From September 1, 
everyone will need to be 
covered by a TV licence 
to watch BBC TV 
programmes on demand 
- including catch up - 
on iPlayer. 

“Students can check 
at our dedicated TV 


licence for students 
(tvlicensing .co .ukXstuden 
tinfo) page whether they 
are correctly licensed 
before the big move. 

“And, of course, you 
still need to be covered 
by a licence for all live 
viewing and recording, 
no matter which channel 
you are watching or 
what device you are 
watching on.” 

Students who already 
have a licence will be 
covered automatically. 
Those who do not will 
need a licence from 
September 1 to watch 
BBC programmes on- 
demand on BBC iPlayer, 
including where iPlayer 
is accessed through 
another provider such as 
Sky or Virgin. 

A licence will not be 
needed to watch other 
on-demand services, 
such as ITV Player or 
Netflix. This applies to 
all devices, including a 
smart TV, desktop 
computer or laptop, 
mobile phone, tablet, 
digital box or games 
console. 

In limited 

circumstances, students 
can be covered by the 
licence at their parents’ 
address. The device 
must be powered by its 
own internal batteries - 
eg a tablet or mobile 
phone - and must not be 
plugged into the mains 
when receiving 
television. This use is 
enabled by the 
regulations governing 
TV licensing.

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Win in Skewen secures 
Cowbridge CC’s safety 


THIS weekend 
marks the 90th 
birthday of The 
Times’ first and only 
living former 

cricket 
correspondent, 
John Woodcock. 

The two men who will 
be sadly missed at the 
celebrations, Christopher 
Martin Jenkins and Alan 
Lee, died younger than 
Woodcock whose byline 
is now in the capable 
hands of Michael 
Atherton. 

Woodcock, Martin 
Jenkins and indeed 
Atherton came from the 
public school and 
Oxbridge tradition of 
cricket. Lee was first and 
last a journalist whose 
writing was the finest of 
them all. What is almost 
certain is that none of this 
group had any 
connection with Skewen. 

The cricket club is in a 
park on the crest of a 
small hill; with its vista 


of industrial dereliction it 
comes from a different 
tradition to that familiar 
to The Times’ men. 

You have to go north 
to Neville Cardus of The 
Manchester Guardian 
and JM Kilbum of The 
Yorkshire Post to find 
writers who would have 
recognised the artisan 
origins of the Skewen 
Club. 

By the efforts of a 
small band of enthusiasts 
including Dick Owens, 
who was schooled in 
Cowbridge, they keep 
alive their tradition of 
cussed defiance, a 
characteristic of a club 
that it must be said 
Cowbridge teams have 
had difficulties with over 
the years. 

It’s not the village 
green and cucumber 
sandwiches of Woodcock 
at Skewen, it’s the 
competition in the raw of 
the northern game. 

So it was to this home 
of cricket that Chris 
Willey took his 


Cowbridge first XI on 
Saturday. Chris would 
have been fully aware of 
the need to come away 
with a win to consolidate 
their first XI status, while 
for the home side 
relegation would follow 
without a positive result. 

For Chris the last 
place you would choose 
to take your team on a 
‘need to win’ mission 
would be Skewen. To 
their credit they did so, 
emerging victorious by 
29 runs, taking maximum 
points from the game and 
ending the weekend sixth 
in Division One of the 
SWCA. 

The victory was the 
result of a typically 
patient innings of Tom 
Merilaht who once again 
proved to be the rock on 
which the innings was 
anchored. Tom’s 86 not 
out off 163 balls set up 
the 180-6 total in which 
his principal ally was 
Chris Willey with 33. 

That Tom only hit 
three fours tells a story of 


a slow pitch and a 
competitive attack. The 
dour Cowbridge innings 
may not have satisfied 
the gentlemen of The 
Times but it would have 
been warmly received by 
The Yorkshire Post’s 
readers. 

The improvement of 
the Cowbridge first XI as 
the season has 
progressed has been 
largely the way the 
bowling has developed. 

This time Tom picked 
up 3-25 with his leg 
breaks which were 
considered a rare 
frippery by the Skewen 
supporters. The star man 
for Cowbridge though 
turned out to be teenager 
Sam Russell who has had 
a couple of quiet weeks 
with injuries. Sam 
bounced back to form 
with 4-25. 

The Skewen batting 
never really got going 
and as the scoring rate 
needed increased so did 
the likelihood of a 
Cowbridge victory. 

In the end the home 
innings succumbed 
quietly and Chris 
Willey’s men were 
relieved to head for home 
secure in the knowledge 
that they had all but 
secured their status for 
next year. 

This Saturday there is 
an opportunity for the 
first XI to get close to a 
top half position when 
Maesteg Celtic visit the 
Athletic Ground.
